1, The 8lst meeting of the Subcommittee on Exploitation of 
Foreign Language Publications convened on l4 December, Review of 
the Scientific and Technical program was completed. It was agreed 
that for the coming year Subcommittee meetings would be held monthly 
and that established programs would be reviewed only once during the 
year.
